To the Friends of Education in Transylvania County: 


Believing that a brief report of the growth of education 
in this county during the past few years would be of inter- 
est to you, and hoping that the history of the progress 
made in some districts will prove an incentive to others to 
do greater things in the future, I have prepared this report. 
You will, perhaps, find interest in the topics discussed and 
in the summary of facts given. 


It is hoped that you will give the report a careful study. 
If the progress made in your district is above the average 
it should inspire you to an effort to have it continue so; if 
below, then it should stir you to a determination that it 
shall not long so continue. 


When I was called into your service in 1905, I fully appre- 
ciated the importance of the work, the vastness of the field, 
the responsibility of the position and the possibilities of a 
golden harvest. Yet I also fully realized my own weak- 
ness, and was fully aware of the fact that success could be 
achieved only by-your hearty co-operation inthe work... 
This co-operation has not been withheld, for you have ral- 
lied to the schools with a deep interest and a determination 
that your boys and girls shall have educational opportuni- 
ties second to none in the country. We could not hope for 
more gratifying results in so short a time—results which 
have been made possible by our united efforts and your 
willingness to assume additional taxation in order to secure 
better school facilities, more competent teachers and longer 
school terms. 

The Board of Education who first called me to the work 
and with whom I labored during the first two years of my 
service as County Superintendent did a noble work. Their 
labors as public officers cannot be too highly valued, for 
each of them gave his service at a sacrifice of time and 
money. The progress made during their administration 
brings them the satisfaction of having wrought well. 


The members of the present Board are moving forward 
in the work along lines of an intelligent and progressive 
policy, and under their faithful administration the schools. 
continue to improve. 

Trusting that the success of the past may be only am 
index to what shall be achieved in the future, and bespeak- 
ing your continued hearty co-operation in the work, I am,.

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Our Public Schools 


Buildings and Equipaients 


Five years ago there was scarcely a respectable school 
house in Transylvania county. Most of the structures — 
called school houses were either uncomfortable and un- 
sightly framed houses with no ceiling and poor seats, or 
uncouth log huts provided with benches which were appar- 
ently constructed to provide a place of punishment for un- 
ruly pupils) The total value of all public school property 
was only about $5,000.00. During the past five years we 
have built ten new shool houses and have ceiled and oth- 
erwise repaired several old- buildings, until today we have 
school property valued at over $30,000.00—an increase of 
more than $5,000 a year. This :remarkable increase in: 
school property has been made possible by entertainments, © 
private donations, local taxation and receipts from the 
Literary Fund of the State. 

During the past five years we have seated 22 school 
rooms with patent desks and provided 25 rooms with black- 
boards The number of painted houses has been increased 
from one to eleven. 

‘It is the policy of the present administration to try to 
provide in every school district a comfortable school house 
with suitable equipment and attractive grounds, until 
every school in the county will be a thing of beauty and a 
joy forever, where every boy and girl may be delighted to 
assemble and may receive instruction and inspiration not 
only from their teacher but also from proper environment. 


The majority of the schools of the South need and need badly: Better 
houses and equipment, longer terms, stronger teachers, and more effec- 
tive supervision. Reducing these needs to a common denominator, we 
have four district calls for more money. Not only is it a call for more 
now—one time —but for all time -—Charles D. McIver. 


Loral School Tax ~ 


To succeed at any profession in this day of sharp compe- 
tition it is necessary for every human being to have at least 
a thorough knowledge of the elementary branches of read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, and the training and develop- 
ment which results from the effort which must be put forth 
to acquire such a knowledge. To provide anything like 
adequate facilities for doing this foundation work upon 
which our entire educational system must stand, it has 
been found necessary to supplement our school funds by 
local taxation. This system of securing more money for 
the schools is both wise and right, as it provides the means 
for a longer term with a more competent tcacher in the 
community where the tax is paid. ‘‘Every cent of the 
money paid by local taxation for schools by any community 
remains in the community for the improyement of the 
community school, and every cent of it is invested through 
a better school in the minds and souls and characters of 
the rising generation, in an increase in the intelligence and 
efficiency of the entire community.’’ No one can for a 
moment doubt the wisdom of such a tax for such a purpose ; 
because it is evident to any thinking person that the chil- 
dren cannot receive even a good elementary education by 
means of a four-months school term each year with the 
long vacation of eight months in which to forget a great 
deal of what knowledge they have acquired during the 
short term of school. Every school in the county should 
have at least an annual six months school term. 


The following is a record of the local tax elections held in 
Transylvania county, This record shows something of the 
progressiveness of our citizenship; as in every community 
except two the election was carried for the tax, thus pro- 
viding for the boys and girls, through better school facili- 
ties, the opportunity of preparing themselves for successful 
living:

President’s Report of the Woman’s Association for the 
Betterment of the Public Schools of 
Transylvania County. 


The Woman’s Associaton for the Betterment of the Tran— 
S7lvania Public Schools was organized in 1908. We feel 
tha’, although we-have accomplisked no great things, a 
: a tin the right direction has been made and the spirit of 
the association has permeated every school district. 


Several local organizations have been made, and through 
tleir «fforts much has been done toward awakening an 
interest in the improvement of their public schools and giv- 
ing the best adva~tages possible to the children of the com-: 
munity. 

We hope, through organized efforts, to assist the teachers. 
in securing the best results from their efforts. We feel 
that even yet many of our teachers fail to realize the great 
resyonsibility resting upon them of getting the children 
into the schools and holding them there; to do this it is 
necessary for the pupils to become so interested that the 
parent will find it difficult to keep them at home. No 
parents will. be sorry, for they are anxious for their chil-- 


dren to have the best advantages the school can afford, and 
regular attendance is necessary for this. 
The work at Selica deserves mention. The people of the 


community are wide awake to the interests of their school, 
and even the older people, when called upon by teacher or 
youths, rally to their assistance. They have added to 
their library, and the books are being read and discussed 
at their Literary Society which, during the vacation, meets 
the second and fourth Fridays in each month. 

The work of the Brevard Association also deserves spe- 
cial mention. Their library has been increased to nearly 
500 volumes and it is kept open for circulation during the 
summer. Several entertainments have been given toward 
raising a fund to purchase land for a much needed play 
ground. They ho»e to have some bright flower beds to 
greet the children on their return at the fall term. 


Only the two above-mentioned associations have given 
any report to the county organization, but we hope next 
year to have an organization in every school district and a 
wide-awake teacher at the helm guiding the people of the 
community in the betterment of their public schools, so 
that it may be the center of attraction, and from it may 
spread an influence for the greatest possible development of 
the souls, minds and bodies of our future citizens.

Public Libraries 


We now have in the county fourteen original and four 
supplemental libraries, and applications are on file for two 
more. In most districts where these libraries have been 
established they have become very popular, the books being 
read by both parents and children. The library furnishes 
the teacher with appropriate reading matter to be used in 
connection with class work. By reading some choice selec- 
tion in a book in connection with the regular work, a_ 
teacher can often make the lesson more interesting and 
much more profitable, and awaken such an interest in the. 
pupils that later on they will find great pleasure in reading 
the entire book. 

Any school can secure a $30.00 library by raising $10.C0 
in the district, as the county and state will each give ten 
dollars. Schools which have original libraries can secure a 
$15.00 supplemental library by raising $5.00 in the district. -

In faet we need 
a general, steady, forward and upward movement along all 
educational lines, that our “eople may be better prepared 
for the various vocations of life, and have their happiness 
increased by higher culture and greater opportunities for 
success. These ends can be accomplished by a more deter- 
mined effort and a greater zeal on the part of the people.
